Tavassa, August 25, Yesterday should 
he a memorable day to the people of, 
Lhasea, In the morning ten thousand poor | 
wore gathored on the plain between our | 
camp and the oity to receive alms. Every 
wan, woman and child waa given one tanka, 
value fiva pence, Tho people were arran- 
god in long rows with a broad avenud he- 
tweon, and to prevent confusion were mado 
to sit down until all tho alma had been 
distributed, Meanwhily tho Tibetans im- 
provised a game which cauned great amuse- 
nent, Old women and children who had 
received thoir tanka would try to bolt 
nerngs to the next row and secure another, 
Thoy weru genorally intercepted, but 
when ono ruccuoded in running the gaunt- 
let the guarda were derided and the trick- 
vter yreoted with enthusiastic choors, 
Eloven thousand tankas wore distributed, 
itogothor and every infant in arms receiv 
at itu dole. 1 believe they wero brought 
in from every hamlet within» day’a march. 
In tho afternoun several leading monks, 
the Tungea Penlop, the ruler of Bhutan, 
nnd the Nepalese Resident attended the 
Grat Dhasna raca meating and were enter- 
tined ut tea in tho Commissioner's tent.
